The advance on Kabul so triumphantly 
predicted by the English press is beginning 
under’ very sinister auspices.

The advance, if 
made at all, will probably be delayed for 
several weeks, allowing the Afghans to wax 
bold in the belief that the British are hang- 
ing back, and giving time for the flame of 
war to spread far and wide. The Gover- 
nor of Kandahar’s professions of devotion, 
and his offer to raise troops for the English 
Cause, ominously recall the ‘‘ devoted” 
chiefs who, in 1842, came up in time to mas- 
sacre, with the troops which they had raised 
in the name of England, the few surviving 
Englishmen.

Unless there is gross exaggeration in the 
estimates of the Paris Bulletin des Halles, 
the French purchases of foreign wheat for 
the harvest year will be on a scale without 
precedent during any year of peace. An 
estimated deficiency of some 50,000,- 
000° bushels to be supplied almost 
exclusively by this. country involves 
an almost imeredible advance on 
the 4,500,000 bushels exvorted- to France 
in 1877-8, even assuming that as much 
more was sent by way of England. Dar- 
ing the last fiscal year the exports of 
wheat and wheat flour from.the United 
States reached a total equivalent to 
160,000,000 bushels. About three-fourths 
of that quantity found its way to Great 
Britain and her colonial possessions. For 
the current fiscal year our wheat exports can 
hardly fail to reach 200,000,000 bushels, 
with a proportionate increase on other de- 
scriptions of breadstuffs. For the last 
fiseal year our exports of cereals were over 
25 per cent. greater in value than the 
exports of cotton; for the year ending 
with next June the excess will be at least 
50 per cent., and wheat alone, which very 
nearly equaled cotton last year, will fairly 
take its place as King. 


THE GREENBACK VOTE IN MAINE. 


It would be very easy to exaggerate the 
value of the election in Maine as an indica- 
tion of the condition or tendency of public 
opinion in other parts of the country. The 
State is small, and does not, ‘at its’ most 
excited moments, cast more than about the 
average vote of New-York City. Its popu- 
lation is scattered; a comparatively small 
portion is in large towns; and there aré 
many peculiarities about its people, their 
occupations, customs, and habit of po- 
litieal thought’ which would make any 
‘inferences based on close analogy extremely 
unsafe. But, after making all necessary 
deductions for the peculiar conditions of 
the problem, there still remain certain gen- 
eral facts that may be studied to advantage. 
The most striking of these is the very large 
increase in the Greenback vote, accom- 
panied by a somewhat larger proportionate 
increase for the Republicans, and a cor- 
responding loss for the . Democrats. 
In round numbers, the total vote was 
14,000 greater than last year; 
the Republicans gained 12,000; the 
Greenbackers gained 9,000, and the Demo- 
crates lost 7,000. The highest vote ever 
cast by the Republicans was a little under 
76,000, and they have eome within 7,000 
of thatnow. The highest vote cast by the 
Democrats was 61,000 ; they fell short of 
that by 40,000. The Greenbackers last 
year cast 41,400 votes; this year about

They have imposed 
their ideas and one of their champions on 
the Democratic Party, and the latter party 
is doing its best to draw Republicans 
whom they could not gét into their own 
camp into the Greenback ranks. In this 
State, the position of the Greenbackers is 
not so clearly defined, and their organiza- 
tion is less perfect ; but they have effected 
an alliance with the farmers, and have en- 
listed on their side influences which must 
be combated. 

How this ‘shall be done it is for the gen- 
tlemen who, with a dubious victory in the 
State Convention, accepted the responsible 
task of conducting the campaign to decide. 
We can only say that in all proper measures 
they will have the hearty co-operation of 
the Republican press, and that of all sec- 
tions of the Republican Party. We are far 
from. advising that attention be directed to 
financial questions alone. There are others 
which demand, and imperatively demand, 
the most thorough discussion, especially 
those which the Democrats raised at the 
last session of Congress. But it must be 
evident to any one who gives the subject 
careful study, that there is vitality enough 
in the Greenback movement to do a great 
deal of harm. We have not driven it from 
the field. We have not even made a truce 
with it. It is still active, aggressive, 
threatening. It must be met at those 
points where it is most likely to make 
progress, and by means calculated to check 
it.. The copnter-movement must be thor- 
ough, complete, persistent, pushed, if we 
may. say so, to the fireside of every 
voter, and leaving no “coign of vantage ” 
unoccupied, The work is an  ardu- 
ous one, but it is a very urgent one, and 
worthy of the talents and energies of any 
man who values the honor and is willing to 
work for the highest interests of his country 
and his . Wesincerely hope that the 
Republican managers will be found equal to

TRE CHISOLM TRIAL. 


The beginning of the trial of Henry J. 
Gutty, for the murder of Corxziia CuHis- 
ouM, is now attracting public attention. 
People soon forget the most tragical and 
important circumstances in which they have 
no personal interest. To understand more 
fully the case, which so well illustrates 
the condition of affairs in several South- 
ern States, it will be necessary to recall.a 
few facts. W. W. Cuisotm, a native of 
Georgia, and for many years a resident in 
Mississippi, was appointed Sheriff of Kem- 
per Connty, Miss., by Gov. ALoorN. CuHiIs- 
oum had been a Confederate soldier, but 
in company with many other Southern 
men, had “accepted the issues . of 
the war.” According to the testimony 
of his murderers, he was “‘ both by nature 
and by birthright, a man of exceedingly 
coarse and profane manners, of a brutal 
aspect, and overbearing disposition toward 
the object of his enmity.” Another and 
unfriendly account says that “‘he was a 
man of implacable hatred, and perfectly 
unscrupulous as to the methods of gratify-

We have nowhere seen 0 able a presen- 
tation of the crimes of W. W. Ca1soLm as 
that made by Jauzs D. Lywox, who, in his 
book, ‘Kemper County Vindicated,” uses 
much fervid to describe the appear- 
ance of Judge Cutso.m.

borrowed in Mobile, ‘‘under the pretense 
that he wanted it for the purpose of 
sending his son to college.” This is 
the case as made out by the friends of 
the murdered Gutiy. Nothing dould induce | 
the murderer, Rinry, to confess that Cxis- 
OLM was accessory, accomplice, or pro- 
curer in this crime. For more than an hour 
did Ringy, standing on the seaffold with a 
rope about his neck, deny that any white 
man had anything to do with this deed. 
Again and again was he choked and then 
letdown again, and implored “not to go 
into eternity with a lie in his mouth.” For 
more than an hour a miscellaneous rabble 
vainly implored this wretched man to “ re- 
lieve the minds of the community.” He 
was finally hanged, with his lips yet persist- 
ing in the statement that he alone was re- 
sponsible for the murder of Jonw GULLY. 


Névertheless, as CHIsOLM had been 
‘mounted on the crested tide of ruin” as 
Republican Sheriff of Kemper County, and 
had rendered himself inimical to the 
chivalry of that region, it was necessary 
that he should be-got out of the way: He 
was arrested on charge of complicity in the 
murder of Jonw Guity. He was taken to 
the jail by the acting Sheriff, accompanied 
bya mob, He was followed by three of his 
sons, his daughter, Comnwgtia, a Scotch- 
man, MoCienuaNn, and by his wife. The 
mob sould not wait for the legal trial 
of CHisoim. Hewry GoLiy and others 
accompanied the Chisolm party to the jail. 
Joux P. Gumer, a friend of, CaIsoLm, 
was in the crowd of excited people. Cuts- 
otm was taken into the jail ; then the mob 
began firing into the cell. Cursonu, his 
little son, JonNNim, GrtMER, MoCnELLaN, 
and CoryE.ia, the daughter, were all killed 
in the attempt to get at Carsotm. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Carsoum’s evidence, Henry 
GuLLyY fired the shot which killed Corne- 
ula. Nobody knows exactly who ‘killed the 
other three people. GuLLY is now on trial 
for the murder of Cokwsiia CaisoLm. Let 
us see how this remarkable case terminates. 
CHISOLM was murdered on suspicion. ee 
persons were murdered while attempting 
to shield him.

4A REMARKABLE CRIME. 


The extraordinary tragedy brought to 
light a few days ago at Waynesville, Ohio, 
presents some features which are without a 
parallel in the annals of crime. About 
twenty years ago Miss Crgaa, then 16 years 
of age, was married, at her homie, in In- 
diana, to Danist R. ANDERSON, now &@. car- 
penter, living in Cincinnati. They took up 
their residence in Waynesville, a quiet vil- 
lage near Cincinnati. Soon.after the birth 


of their first child, Mrs, Awbgrson obtained 


a divorce from her husband, on the ground 
of neglect. The custody of the boy was 
given to the father. She afterward married 
&@ man named Hatrsz, who has since died in 
an insane asylum. Not long ago Mrs. 
Hartz, then a widow, returned to. Waynes- 
ville to reside. Wu, the son by her 
first husband, Awpzrson, lived with her, 
and contributed to her support by his earn- 
ings as a printer. He was 18 years of age, 
and appeared to be dutiful and affectionate 
toward his mother. A few weeks ago, Mrs. 
Weaexs, who had been divorced from hér 
husband, went with her .® girl 
about 12 years old, tolive Mrs. Harr 
ters. This small household was living in 
apparent harmony and ess in au un- 
pretentious house on the main street. of 
Waynesville. They were respected by their 
neighbors and all who knew them. >

There is no room for doubt that either 
Wrz Axprrson alone had wantonly mur- 
dered his mother, his aunt, and his cousin, 
or that he aided another in doing the deadly 
work. There is some evidence tending to 
show that the killing was done about mid- 
night of Tuesday, Aug. 26, and that the 
son had an accomplice in the fiendish crime. 
Further than this nothing is known as to 
what hour, by whom, or for what purpose 
the deed was done. Danie, R, ANDERSON, 
the father of the boy was arrested on sus- 
picion and taken to Waynesville. But after 
examination he was promptly discharged. 
No satisfactory theory of the crime has 
yet been advanced, and no plausible mo- 
tive can be conceived. Whether the boy 
committed the deed with or without an ac-' 
eomplice, his part in the tragedy is utterly 
inexplicable 6n all the facts known, and 
presents questions of the deepest scientific 
interest. He had not been considered vi- 
cious, had not manifested, as did the boy 
Pomeroy, an unnatural thirst for human 
blood, and had shown no indications of in- 
sanity. His slender form, blue eyes, soft 
brown hair, and face as fair and innocent- 
looking asa girl’s, gave no hint of the fiend- 
ish spirit which prompted the deeds of 
blood that he committed. He was known 
as a bright, innocent lad of average good- 
ness. He apparently loved his mother, and 
was living in domestic peace. Yet, young 
as he was, he had carried deadly weapons, 
and had threatened to use them on one or 
more of his supposed enemies. But in him 
these things were looked upon as the bra- 
vado of a harmless youth who had been 
-much given to reading dime novels of the 
most sensational kind. 

' His conduct both preceding and following 
the massacre shows him to have been s 
psychological phenomenon. The fact that 
Ke had bought the lime two weeks 
before he sprinkled it over the dead 
bodies, had sharpened a razor, and 
had disposed . of certain mementoes, 
shows that he had premeditated suicide as 
well as murder. After he had slaughtered 
his victims, and while he was daily going in 
end out of the house where their ghastly 
decaying bodies lay, nothing unusualin his 
habits, manner, or appearance was observed 
by his most intimate associates, except that 
one or two neighbors testified to his looking 
“somewhat melancholy.” Had he not 
killed himself, his testimony and an ¢x- 
amination of his mental condition would 
doubtless have proved a valuable addition 
to psychological knowledge. As it is, 
the cause of the tragedy and the motive 
which led to it are hidden in a mystery

been kept awake for a fortnight without 
poker he would unquestionably have died 
of exhaustion; and the medical journals all 
agree that it was poker that sustained his 
vital forces. To come nearer home, there 
are few of us who are not acquainted with 
intelligent. and cultured men to whom 
poker is always a perfect - substi- 
tute for sleep. Recent statistics con- 
clusively prove that since the visit of Min- 
ister Scuenck to London, and the conse- 
quent planting of poker on British soil, the 
amount of sleep consumed by the inhab- 
itants of the British Island, has been reduced 
fifty-five minutes per night for every man, 

woman, and child: The game is, however, 
yotin its infancy in England, and, when it 
shall have come into general use, we shall 
find a still greater reduction in the amount 

slept by the average Briton. 

Now, when we have a substitute for sleep 
that refreshes the body, improves and di- 
verts the mind, and yields a good, substan- 
tial income, we have no further need of 
night. Sleep becomes unnecessary, and, in 
fact, a mere waste of time, and if we can 
use some means of rendering night as light 
as day, we can afford to forget the purely 
astronomical distinction between the two. 
This meansis, apparently, almost within our 
grasp. If the electric light is already so 
powerfal that it gives light enough to read 
by at a distance of seven and a half miles, 
what will it not do in the future, when Mr. 
Episom shall have completed his experi- 
ments? In all probability, the day is com- 

ing when a few electric lights, placed on 
the summits of our mountains, will light up 
the whole country as well as it is now light- 

ed during the daytime by the sun. Of 
course, when this consummation is reached, 
no person can be reminded, by the ap- 
proach of darkness, of the obsolete habit 
of sleeping. At stated hours mankind will 
play poker, but sleep will have become a 
lost art; or, at all events, its practite will 
be confined to babies, and to missionaries in 
Central Africa whose cards have been worn 
out, or, perhaps, stolen by the heathen. 

It should be added that, with the univer- 
sal substitute of poker for sleep, the end 
of poverty and misery will be reached. It 
is a peculiar property of the game of poker 
that it generates capital. A party.of three 
persons may play poker together for thirty 
consecutive nights, and at the end of that 
time one man will have won, say thirty dol- 
lars; another sixteen, and the third seven 
dollars and eighty-seven cents. With no 
other game can this surprising and delight- 
ful result be obtained, and there is no 
doubt that, were every man in the nation to 
play poker with every other man, there 
would be an incfease of capital at the end 
of the year sufficient to psy the national 
debt, and to makes dividend of eleven hun- 
dred dollars to every citizen.
